ler's body in the burned ruins of 
the Fuehrer's Berlin bunker 18 
years ago, author Cornelius Ryan 
says. 


Ryan, author of "The Longest 


Day," said the Soviet government 
admitted officially for the first 
time that they knew Hitler had 
committed suicide. 


The Russians disposed of the 


body, Ryan1 added, but refused to 
say where or how. That, he re- 
plied yesterday, "I'm saving for 
my book." 


Ryan's next book, to be called 


"The Last Battle," covers the 
fall of Berlin at the end of World 
War II. He arrived in Paris after 
doing research for the book in 
Moscow. 


Ryan said Hitler shot himself

Private Initiative Vs. Pub//c Worfcs 


Rep. 
John Byrnes told a remarkable 


story in his newsletter last week about 
the conflict between government public 
works projects to provide jobs and private 
initiative. 


The story concerns a new paper mill 


which the Mead Paper Corp. is planning to 
build in South Carolina. 


As Rep. Byrnes tells it. "Mead is a 


successful papermaker which has 40 oper- 
ations in 17 states, employing 17.000 men 
and women. It got that way through risk- 
taking investment, skilled workers, aggres- 
sive management and the long and hard 
development of a market for its products. 
It is in business for profit, it is on the alert 
for expansion opportunities whenever it 
feels market conditions warrant such ex- 
pansion." 


After much study. Mead in 1957 bought 


1,000 
acres for a new plant site on the 


Savannah River ,in South Carolina. Since 
then, it has spent SI million for timber- 
lands and has committed an additional S2 


millions in leaseholds. It hopes to build a 
plant on the site soon. Construction would 
require an initial investment of $40 mil- 
lions. It would employ 1.400 men for two 
years in construction, earning $10 millions. 
Additional capital construction thereafter 
is planned at $10 millions per year. When 
finished the plant would employ 650 peo- 
ple at an annual payroll of $5 millions. It 
would consume 450 cords of pulpwood an- 
nually, putting 2.500 men to work on farms 
and woodlots in the area. 


As Byrnes observes, this is the kind of 


economic growth which produces lasting 
jobs. 


A Mead official told this story to a 


congressional committee. He wasn't asking 
for a federal grant or loan. 


He simply told the committee that the 


plant couldn't be built if the federal gov- 
ernment went ahead with its plan to spend

Reports that Red China is making 


strong efforts to bolster agricultural and 
other rural programs seem to have some 
confirmation in the silence about the mas- 
sive hydroelectric power plants that the 
Chinese raved about a few years ago. 


There were at least five such plants 


proposed to harness the energy of such 
streams as the Yellow River with plants 
ranging up to a generating capacity of a 
million kilowatts. Hundreds of thousands 
of workers were involved in building dams 
and getting ready for the installation of 
generating equipment back in the "great 
leap forward" days of 1953 and 1959.

'Lord of the Flies' 


A little book published almost ten years 


5go has suddenly been discovered by Amer- 
ican readers both for adult reading and 
for use in high school and college litera- 
ture courses. Lord of the Flies, by William 
Golding, deals entirely with children but 
it is no nursery tale. It is one of the most 
gripping and chilling stories we have en- 
countered. 


The story is about a group of British 


boys between the ages of six and perhaps 
twelve who are cast alone upon a Pacific 
island during a war. But the war outside 
doesn't touch the boys: they develop one 
of their own. 


At first there is a sincere effort to 


have a duly elected leadership for the 
common good. But it degenerates into ter- 
ror and horror from personal rivalries,

If the Chinese were relying 
upon Russian generating equipment, they 
would have had to cut back.

It is also a denial of 
every Utopian book ever written. It deals 
with the loss of innocence in the deeper 
sense that comes to all mankind. It demon- 
strates emphatically that the major prob- 
lem that faces everyone, child or adult, is 
a moral one no matter how, where or when 
he lives. 


Lord of the Flies is not for those who 


insist upon believing in the perfectability 
of man. It is noteworthy that it has had 
a popularity among thoughtful teen-agers 
who perhaps can see more clearly than 
many adults the dangers and weaknesses in 
the human race.

The aim of parenthood, like- 


w ise. ought to be to set the child 
on its own feet and make the 
parents more and more super- 
fluous. The aim of true educa- 
tion is to make the student less 
and less dependent upon the 
teacher and the textbook. 


In these three essential realms 


— the physical, the intellectual 
and the emotional — the proper 
end of medicine, education and 
parenthood is the freedom of the 
object. Whatever binds the ob- 
ject more tightly violates this 
end and damages the object. 


This is the only test we can 


apply to discover whether our 
dedication and love are real or 
counterfeit — for the counterfeit 
always discloses itself by trying 
lo possess the object rather than 
liberate it. 


Parental love, for instance, 


should he a ladder, leading the 
child upward and outward; too 
often, however, it is a cage or 
a chain or a corset of unyield- 
ing suffocation. Its aim is not the 
child's liberation, but the par- 
ent's gratification. 


We can see how this perverted 


process works most clearly in 
education. The most badly mis- 
educated person is the one who 
must continually use references, 
appeal to aulhorities, and sub- 
stitute what has already been 
said by others for his own think- 
ing. 
His education has crippled 


him for creative 
thought 
and 


made him totally dependent on 
"the books." 


The readiness (however pain- 


ful in part) to give up their chil- 
dren is the most profound char- 
acteristic of genuine parental 
love. Just as the doctor aims at 
liberating the patient from his 
physical ills, and the teacher 
aims at liberating the pupil from 
his intellectual confinements, so 
the parent must aim al freeing 
the child from its emotional de- 
pendencies. 


And the end of this paradox is 


that only when the child is thus 
free can he have the proper at- 
tachment to his parents: only 
when we allow his independence 
can he then freely offer us love 
and respect, without conflict and 
without resentment. It is the 
hardest lesson to learn that the 
goal of parenthood is not to reign 
forever but to abdicate grace- 
fully al the right time.

In the I960 campaign—like "Let's 
set the country moving again"— 
which were an oblique criticism, 
but certainly not a harsh one, of 
Eisenhower's presidency. 


There can be no doubt that Eis- 


enhower, if he had been constilu 
tionally able to run for a third 
term and did. would have slaugh- 
tered Kennedy in I960. The Ken- 
nedy slogan wouldn't have meant 
much. By then Eisenhower had 
had eight years in which to estab- 
lish the image of himself as a 
cairn, noncontroversial man.' 


There are some other reasons 


why Kennedy would probably win 
easily if running tomorrow. 


U. S. Prosperous 


The country is fairly prosper- 


ous. 
There are no national dis- 


putes tearing the country in half. 
He antagonized business with his 
crackdown on steel in 1962 but 
straightened that out. 


He" had one big blooper to his 


credit—the disastrous, American- 
backed invasion of Cuba in 1961 
—and one big triumph when he 
forced Soviet Premier .Khrush- 
chev to pull his missiles out of 
Cuba. In the public mind they 
may balance each other off. 


And except for communism in 


Cuba—where Fidel Castro look 
over in Eisenhower's time, not 
Kennedy's—the Americans' imme- 
diate world is rather quiet. True, 
there's fighting in Laos and Viet 
Nam, but that's far away and 
has been going on for years. 


If the United States, Kennedy 


and the world are this placid in 
inM, Kennedy will be hard to 
heat. But by Ihen the world can 
turn upside down.
